2. Chinese Communist arthorities hsve advised HSIJ by radio to assist Soviet 
advisers and techniclans in planning and constructing a railway between Swa- 
tow and Shihlung (113-51, 23-07), a station on the Aovwloon-Canton Railway. 
HSTEY had previously suggested thet railways between Ch'ihfeng (119-00, 12-18) 
and Yehvaishou (119-37, 1-23) and between iisinmin (122-5, 41-59) and Tune} 
liso (222-11, 13-38) be torn up and matericls be used to construct the rall- 
way between Cwatow and Shihlung. 


3. Chinese Commmist are planning to construct railways between Nannine ond 
Hsiying (110-2h, 21-11) via Xuangchouwan (110- 9 206 ) and between Fooechow 
snd Vanch'anz (115-53, 2&0). 
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
